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HOW TO RECORD DEPARTURE FROM THE 
UNITED STATES, AFTER THE FACT 

1. Summary of Changes 

• This CT updates 9 FAM Appendix N, Exhibit X with the following 
addition: 

• As of October 2010, CBP automated the Form I-94W and as of May 
2013, CBP automated Form 1-94 in the air and sea environment. 
Paper 1-94 and I-94W may be issued in the air and sea 
environment under special circumstances and are still used at land 
border ports of entry. 

2. If this issuance changed less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use dark magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1111.1).
